The -peaker commenced his address 
by s a v in g that on such an event a-* 
St. Patrick’s day the world could 
not blame the sons of Ireland if they I 
did not speak of their faults. 
The j 
Irish race, he said, had its faults, in 
common with all other raws, painf j 1 
to relate, even in a land of freedom 
like this, but on this occasion he! 
thought there was some excuse for I 
speaking of Ireland from the stand- j 
point of the glory and achievements j 
won by and of the important place 
that its people occupy in history. He 
went back to th** fifth century and 
related bow the good St. Patrick 
carne to England and how under the j 
great power exercised the people; 
became Christians with avidity and 
at once. 
The 
Irish always loved I 
education and made sacrifices to get 
it. 
Following the advent of St. Pat­ 
rick to England, schools sprung up, j 
and th** principles of science and re J 
ligion wen* inflated throughout the 
land. 
The Irish 
advanced 
most 
rapidly and made gr**at strides in all j 
the branches of commercial, govern­ 
mental and educational lines. 
There came a fatal chiv, however, 
which was unfortunate for the Irish, 
a day when a stronger nation took 
control, but in spite of all the op­ 
pression and strife up to about a cen­ 
tury ago, the Irish maintained the 
important principles which were th** 
underlying foundations of a great 
people. 
The speaker said that the I ri - Ii 
owed a debt of gratitude to the noble 
virtuous women of Ireland. 
Their 
sons grew strong in battle arid in all 
strifes for liberty. 
From 1872 to 1800 the Irish had a 
pa iii men t of their own and they con­ 
tinued to advance with wonderful 
strides, notwithstanding the great 
treachery, but there were enough im­ 
portant matters taken up to place 
the Iris!* as one of the most im port­ 
ant races in history. 
In spite of all 
their suffering their industry and 
thrift was carried on. 
The speaker referred to th** de-1 
pressed land law under which the! 
people of Ireland were loaded down. I 
The tenant c add barely make enough 
ort the land in Ireland to get susten­ 
ance for himself and family as every- j 
thing nearly went to the landlord. 
After passing over the events of 
history in connection with th** Irish 
people aud their country he spoke of 
some of the brilliant men who hadj 
from time to time stepped out to 
speak for a downtrodden people. 
When the name of the great Daniel 
O ’Connell was referred to, the house 
was free iii its applause. The speaker 
referred to the 
w o r d s of Wendell j 
Phillips who said of O ’Connell that 
he wiLH the exponent of all constitu-i 
tional law. 
The speaker finished hi- address j 
by referring to what the Irish owed 
to the race in America. 
The name 
of Ireland should be raised in t h i s 1 
country and should become a stand- j 
ard for everything that is good and I 
glorious.
